Mr. Sonilin said that it had liccii usual 
to iipjioiiit a coiumittee to dratl a roply to 
the spoccli, but tho procccdiuj^a ycsteid.iy 
wero not in accordance with thai rule. 

Mr. Bole stated ;hi3 ' 9piiiion oil the 
piosliiui, ^'oiiig over ■ tlio rnntiiu' In- 
.hoiiglit ahouhl ho foUowod. Ho did nul 
liretotid to be an authority on parliiuciiL- 
ary proe(^cduro, hut he iuijied soon to lie- 
come .-111 expert in that lino. Ho thought, 
however, that every po.ssiblo precaution 
.shouUl bo taken so that the piocuduro of 
tlio house should be accurately followed. 
Thu point taken was not in a spirit of np- 
pu.sitiou, but with a desire to have tlie 
ccedings of tlio houso fully acted up to. 
Ion. INlr. llob.son said, with duo dei'er- 
o to the views of tho lion. f^ontlriii,iii. 
voiddiiifonuhiiu that ihoprocedin e wa.s 
similar to that foUowod previously. Tlie 
provincial secretary referred to liio recril 
of pmcoediiigs iu 1H87, which was pri ci.io- 
ly ^he sanio ivs that followed this sefision. 
If lion, gentlemen would compare the 
proceedings they would find this cot reet, 
Mr. (iiant said both sides were rii;'.it, 
Tho Kiu^liah rule was not followed in i!iit 
hous'j. It had boon the practice here ti 
take the speech in ai\ informal in.uiiier 
but the prucediiie was not jirovidcJ fm in 
tho rules of tho house, and must iiccu.ssar- 
ily in strict practice be that followed in 
tho English commons. However, he had 
no desire to deviate from the previous 
practice. lie would like to call attention 
til iin irregularity in tho report of the pro 
ceodin;;.s where the motion to adjourn 
preceded that of Mr. Semlin's motion to 
adjourn the debate. 

Hon. Mr. Robson referred to the par 
liainontary practice at Ottawa, which wa.s 
pi oeiaidy siinihir to thiit now being fol- 
lowed here. 

Hon. ISIr. Huiuplireys thought that the 
procedure should be "correctly outlined 
and followed. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought that the 
country would come to the conclusion that 
it was about time thoy were proceeding to 
business instead of wrangUng over trans- 
parent hints of Older. Ho quoted from 
English commons procedure, which was 
the same as that being now followed in 
this house. Ho also referred to the voicp 
and proceedings of 1870, which wore also 
the siuue aa the procedure now being fol- 
lowed, and which liad-boen followed for 
past live years. 

Hon. Mr. Huuiphroys claimed that the 
[iroccduro now boiiii; followed was not the 
Banie aa that of 187IL 

Hon. Mr. Diinaniuir said he thoughl 
that the discussion was the result ol 
giving way to the Opposition. The pro- 
cedure was tho same as that which had 
previously been followed in tho House. 
It was merely through their leniency to 
wards the weak Opposition that had al- 
lowed this discussion lo result. He 
thought there should bo no more time 
wasted but that the business of the 
country should bo proceeded with. 

Mr. Grant said that he would just like 
to stJito that the members on this side of 
the House wero not to bo threatened into 
giving up anytliii;^ tint was laid down in 
the rules of the House. 

Mr. S,!eakcr aaid that he trusled that 
meuibera en both sides of the hou.se 
would eonlino themselves to the point at 
issue. 

Hon. Mr. Turner thought that the 
routine was tho same as previously fol- 
lowed, and he also thought that they 
should at once proceed to the important 
business which was awaiting them (hear 
hear.) 

After further diseusaioii i\lr. Siieakei 
said his decision (ui the nue-slion was that 
tho procedure followed yesterday was the 
correct one, He referred to the proceed- 
ings of 1882, which showed that tlio prac- 
tice now being followed was the s-ime aa 
then, and tho same as that of the English 
H'Mis" 11; Commons. Ho considered thai, 
Ih-; |i;oci)diire was perfectly formal. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys stud that vliai 
Mr. Speaker had stated was what he liiul 
been contending for. (Laughter.) 

.Hon. Mr. Robson said it was now for the 
house to deciilu whether thoy should con- 
sider the apeceh ptiragraph by paragriijih 
or as a whole. He would invito the 
ineinliers of the ( )pposit,i<m to make a 
choice. 

Mr. SBinliii thought that it should bo 
dealt with as a whole, and then paragraph 
by paragraph. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said if thoOppoaition 
did not decide, ho would state that it was 
the (iovornment's desire to take it up 
ragraph by paiagraiih. 
Mr. Bole thought that t,he iiraclice fol- 
ivcd last year should be continued this, 
anil that was the discussion of tho 
.speech as a whole and paragraph by para- 
graph. It was a privilege that should not 
be changed o.xeept by unanimous decision 
of the house. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said it was a fair 
ofl'er on the part of the governiiieiit to 
give the Opposition a ehanee to decide 
which way tho , speech should be dealt 
with. It was tho decision of the govern- 
mont that thoy should proceed to deal 
with the address paragraph by paragiaph. 
The governmont had made a magnanimous 
ofl'er to the Opposition in allowing thoin 
to choose tho manner in which the speech 
should bo dealt with. (Hoar.) 

Messrs. Bole and Senilin conLeiided 
that they should be granted the right of 
discussion both ways. It wa8_ thu best 
way to obtain the freest discussion. 
After still further discussion, 
Mr. .Sjieaker said tho disciiBsion la.st 
year on the matter resulted in tho decis- 
aiou that tho speech should be considered 
both ways, and ho thought that rule 
should not bo deviated from. 

Mr. Somlin — Thank you, Mr. Speaker, 
for conceding tho point.. 

Mr. Speakor — I do not conoodo any 
point. I only endeavor to justly inter- 
pret the rules of tliio houso. (Hoar.). 

Mr. Senilin regretted the absence of 
the lion, loader of the Opposition, and 
thouglit that the Government had made a 
wise aelootion in their choice of a mover 
and ueoonder. He hoped the GoverumOnt 
did nut intend to oarry'out lomo of tho 



sus.'gcstions in tho hon. iiiovor'a apeech to 
the reply. Ho litul sttited in roferenco 
to tho minerals that if it was decided 
against them, it would bo tho duty of tho 
Dominion Qovernment to. provide . roads, 
etc., within that belt. Ho trusted that 
the railway bell would not be left alto- 
ther tn the ailiiiinislral imi of a foreign 
policy. ll wiuihi result .serioUHly to all in 
that distiiet. It wmild le;ivo it to the 
mercy of tlu> Indian.s aiul the Chinamen, 
with tho Doininiiui <leelining and tho 
Province refusing to govern the country. 
It would soon make it necessary for that 
district to make a government of their 
own. Tho luui. mover had referred to 
the S25,000 which had boon forfeited by 
the ICoatenay and 'rraiiaporlation Co. 
He had aunirested that it bo spent to 
build a road along -tho aea coast from 
He.iooii Hill. 'I'lio sum was deposited as 
guarantee for a work which was to have 
been conatnictcd in Kootonay, and the 
f^irfoit should idso be dispensed there, 
lldferring co the reply to the fl[ieecb he 
said tluit it wiia stated thiil the revenue 
waa iiiereaKiiig, tiiul a good deal 
of it came from tin iiicretvsc of 
li)0 per cent. taxation on farm 
property. Ho thought aelioii should have 
been taken sooner by the provincial gov- 
ernmont iu the matter of the Behring's 
.Sea seizures. They could not discuss Llic 
Indiiiii (pieslion until the comiiiissioner'.s 
reports were rcccivtMl. lie thoughl the 
trip of a governiueut iiiember to Ott.-iWii 
and that referiing to the change in llie H. 
N. -V. .^et should be discu.sseil lo'^etlier.

OUR SEATTLE LETTER. 

First Logs Through tlip Washliietuii Canal. 
-George H. Milltr, the Oouvlcted Mur- 
derer, Will Probably 1)0 Set 
at Liberty. 

Mr. .James Fraiiklaiid, Superintendent 
of tho Western Mill Company, waa notic- 
ed on tho streets Saturday, and on being 
asked about the prosperity of tho com- 
pany's mill, located on the southern end 
)f Lake Union within the city litnita, he 
said that he had reeeiTcd the first lot of 
oga that wore driven through tho new 
canal, connecting Lake Union and Lake 
Washington. The work of cutting the 
canal has long being nearing completion 
id there yet remains many finishing 
inches before tho crew of diggers and 
iiulers can be sent away. When all was 
11 rciidiness at the canal for ita first trial, 
about twenty big, bouncing logs wero run 
in and the gate securely fastened. Then 
the Lake Union gate was opened and 
away 'went logs, dirt and water with a 
tremendous rush. The company succeed- 
ed in driving 200,000 teet of logs through 
in that way and then the banks caved iu 
badly that work wtis ordered stopped, 
but not, however, before the success of 
tho canal seheme was demonstrated fully. 

Idr. Frankland stated that very soon a 
larger force of men will be set at work to 
clean out the dirt that has caved in from 
the canal banks and the passage of smidl 
.steamboats will probably be attempted in 
the early spring. 

MAV obtain hi.s MIIKRTY. 

Two years ago tho bodies of James 
Manning Column and Wilbur Patten wero 
found after a diligent search in the bot- 
tom of Lake Washington. They had loft 
their homo on the eastern shore of tho 
lake in a row-boat and after being missed, 
a search jiarty was organized. The boat 
and a broken oar wero found on tho ahoie 
of Mercer island, past which they had 
•owed on that fatid morning, while their 
friends watched them out of sight. The 
search was continued and the bodies were 
found. On tho island lived a farmer 
named George H. Millor, known in that 
community as Pirate Millor, becauae of 
his being held in ])erfect terror by the 
neighbors. Ho had a grudge against Mr, 
Coliuan and it was believed that ho shot 
him from tho shore and Ihen uiurderod 
voung Wilbur Patten so that he could 
not tell of tho crime. Millor was arrested 
and after three trials, two in Setittlo and 
one in Port Townseud, he was convieted 
of murder in tho first degree and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. The case was ap- 
pealed to the territorial supreme court, 
and now comes Iho news from Olympia 
that that court has remanded the case to 
the court bolow on the ground of insufli- 
oiout evidence. As the prosecution had 
aintissed all tho evidence possible to be 
obtained, it is doomed likely that Miller 
will escape. The farmers in the commun- 
ity whore he lived are highly in- 
dignant and if Millor returns there it 
would not be a matter ot very «reat sur- 
prise to hear in tho near future of his be- 
ing lynched or summarily dealyvith in 
some way.

CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION. 

To THE Editok:— I am very sorry to 
see tb.at tho miners, in mass mooting as- 
sombled at Nanaimp, have thought lit to 
condemn the verdict brought in by the 
jury at the late inquest. How any intolli- 
gont body of men could have brought in 
any other verdict than the one they did 1 
fail to see. Tiio whole of the evidence, 
both of miners, Uronion and managers, 
went to prove conclusively that the level 
where the explosion occurred was espec- 
ially free fram fire-damp at all times. 
Not a word was said by anyone against 
the general managoineiit of the mine, but 
one and all concurred in tho statement 
that it was one of tho best, if not the best, 
ventilated mine they had ever worked in. 
All kinds of possible theories as to tho 
cause of the explosion were advanced, but 
only two gained any credence at all. Tho 
first waa thatthe shot in Lance Robinson's 
level bad blown out and ignited a powder 
can which was found near it and in a 
direct line, and which can showed tiiimia- 
takable proof of having exploded, and 
that the explosion of this can of powder 
had ignited the coal dust, together with 
other cans of powder in Robert Robinson's 
jilaee, and thus commenced the dreadful 
streauiot fiaino that rushed through the 
levels Ac. The other theory advanced 
was that the door at the bottom of Horn's 
heading near the level had been left open 
and thus the air, which ought to have 
passed it and gone into the face of the 
level where Lance Robinson worked, had 
been diverted from its proper course, and 
owi||f. to the want of this current of air 
gas Tiad collected in Lance Robinson's 
place and had been fired by a shot or a 
lamp. 

Now, air, I might at once say that I 
went down tho mine and examined it 
thoroughly after the explosion; not on 
behalf of the government, not on behalf 
of Mr. Dunamuir or his managers, and 
not (in behalf of the miners, but merely 
to satisfy myself ; for as I was in tho 
collieries some five years and was tho gov- 
ernment inspector of mines for two years 
previous to Mr. Dick 1 naturally take an 
interest in them. In regard to the theory 
of the dtjor being left open I might say 
there was not one tittle of evidence ad- 
vanced to show that itTimi been left open. 
A thousand things mif/ht happen, but so 
long as thoy don't, or so long as there is 
not the slightest evidence of their having 
happened, it is no use our discussing 
them. Even if this door had been left 
open, although it would have taken most 
of the air oft" the face of the level, it 
would not have taken all or nearly so. 
Even supposing idl the air had been taken 
oU" ia it likely that gas could have col- 
lected in any quantity in the face of the 
level whore men with naked lights on 
thoir heads were working and where t;hoy 
were proved to have fired a shot previous 
to the "blown out" (Uie. It is not a high 
place where gas could lodge in the roof. 
Gas was never formed there before and none 
has ever been seen nince, although the_ place 
has been atanding for ten days without 
any air and the roof ia badly caved. 
One witness stated that he thought the 
explosion occurred in tho faco of Horn's 
Heading, but ho could not give a single 
satisfactory reason for thinking so, and 
moat cerUiinly there are no evidences of 
it in the mine, as the course of the_ ex- 
plosion is marked out as clearly aa a river. 

le coroner gave everybody a chance to 
come up and give evidence, and I dis- 
tinctly heard him say that if any of the 
miners' committee wished to give their 
evidence and could throw any new li^ht 
on tho matter he. would only be too glad 
to hear them but it was no use hearing 
man after man unless they could give 
some new evidence. The cluirge made at 
the mass meeting that the coininitteo 
wero not allowed to give their evidence 
is entirely unfounded. I have seen a 
good many inquests at collieries but never 
have I seen one at which so much latitude 
was allowed or where so much opportunity 
was given to the miners present in the 
audience to question tho witnesses. 

The fact of tho matter is that many of 
tho minors 1/0 not uiish to believe that 
coal dust will explode, and others, never 
having read about it or perhaps even 
heard of it, now laugh at the idea of it. 

•Nevertheless, sir, it is a positive 
fact that it will. The royal com- 
mission appointed in England in 1878 
to enquire into tho cause of accidents 
in coal mines, have just issued their final 
report, and they prove conclusively that 
coal dust will explode under certain cir- 
cumstances without any gas being present 
at all. 

I am firmly convinced that this explo- 
sion was the result of a blown out shot 
igniting a can of powder, which in its turn 
fired the coal dust raised by the concus- 
sion. 

I cannot believe that many men who 
were preaont at the enquiry and hoard the 
ovidonoe.^given, can posaibly disagree with 
tho verdict!

Therefore I trust, Mr. Editor, they will 
not let any bitterness of spirit enter into 
thia all'air. I niiuht aay in regard to the 
persnniiel of the jury that out of the ten 
there wero six practical minors, so eurely 
no fault could be found on that score. 

I sincerely hope that this letter will be 
received in the spirit in which it is 
written, namely: A desire to bring about 
measures that will les*on the danger to 
thoao who work in our coal mines. ,

MINING EXPLOSIVES. 

In view of the recent casualty at Well- 
ingtim, tho following from the Newcastlo- 
on-Tyne DaiUj Jmirnat will prove interest- 
ing: This is a most importj»nt(iiieslion, and 
it is attracting much attention at present. 
It has been clearly shown that most of 
tho late explosions in coal mines have 
been brought about by firing shots to 
bring down coal and stone with gun- 
powder, which produces in many cases 
BufHcient flame to ignite gas when it is 
present. Many practical miners and their 
friends for this reason advocate that tho 
luat Mines Act should contain a clause 
totally prohibiting tho tiring of shots with 
gunpowder in minus, but the suggestion 
was not carried out. It ip, however, now 
evident that colliery managora and view- 
ers are fully convinced of tlia necessity of 
discarding tho use of gunpowder in mines 
for the roasmis stated above, and also of 
substituting for gunpowder a force which 
will iiot produce flame. Gelatine, ruburite, 
and other substances have indeed been 
already used with success in some n)inoB 
At the Hetton colleries an appanitus has 
been erected on the surface for the pur-

The cruuinal con. case of Irving 
Smith has been concluded at Toronto. On 
the opening of tho court, the counsel for 
tho defendant announced that ho would 
admit adultery and that the plaintid' was 
entitled to aoine damages. The plaiutilfs 
counsel .stated that tlie estalilishnient (jf 
tho guilt of the defendant was all that was 
wanted and agreed lo accept §100 dam- 
ages and coata. Tho jury accordingly re- 
turned a verdict as above. Irving will 
apply to the Senate for a divorce. 

The Toronto police court was crowded 
to hear the proceedings in the case of 
Ale.x. Maiming, Elias Rogers, Henry S. 
Strathy and Richard Snelling of com- 
pounding a felony. All pleaded not guil- 
ty, and several witnesses wore examined. 
At the conclusion of the evidence all of 
the defendants except Rogers were com- 
mitted for trial, bail being accepted in 
81,000 each. Rogers tvas dischargud for 
lack of evidence. Strathy was also com- 
mitted on a charge of individually com- 
pounding a felony. 

In the speech from tho thnnio at the 
opening of tho legislature, roferenco was 
made to the decision wf the courts on dis- 
i^utod crown lands, and pending the ap- 
peal to tho Privy Council it was announc- 
ed that the Federal (iovernniont bad sig- 
nilicd thoir intention of concurring in 
stops for obtaining at the next session of 
tho Imperial Parliament, an act conlirm 
ing the Western Boundary of the Pro- 
vince agreeable to tho order of Her Ma- 
jesty hi Council, made August 1884. Ne- 
gotiations have been commenced respect- 
ing tho Northern Boundary also; so far as 
the same has not already boon deternun 
ed.

ff^' EDUCATED PARROTS. 

6om« Woii(l<'i'rul Ulrds Recently Exhibited 
In Furlfu 

An exhibition of educated parroti 
recently hold in Paris showed vei-y 
clearly to what a high state of porfoc 
tion these birds are capable of being 
trained. Tlieir stiif!;o was a long table, 
at onu end of which ■were perches, on 
whioli wero grouped half a dozen par- 
rots. Four of these were oockatooa — 
white, with yellow crests; the other 
two were yray parrots, with the neck 
and under pariM rose color. 

Among tho tricks which they per- 
form at the bidding of thoir owner, M. 
Abdy, are the following: Two lixod 
burs on upright supiiorts are placed on 
tho table; a parrot climbs upon one of 
them, turns a somersault, keeps bis 
hoad downward, and, jiassinp; on to 
the second bar, goes through the same 
exercise. Their owner then calls Toin, 
a small wliit(^ parrot, who comes to- 
ward him as if about to climb on ono 
of th(! bars, but runs back again, liold- 
iifg down his bead and shaking his 
wings in a grolescpip way. Toin is evi- 
dently till' liuHoim of tho troiiiio. A bell 
is tlien brought, with a liandlo which 
foi'ms a level-; a parrot advances, and, 
])iilti:ig Olio foot, tin the lever, rings tho 
hell. 'I'lie Iraiiii'i- asks tliii audienco 
what huihIiitoI rings llicy wish f(U'; 
some one exrlaiiii-. ".Si's i-n!" and tho 
|);in'ol rings iln- lioll seven times 

The ilird is tlion asked how much 
does ihi'et' ;ii;ies throe inriko, and it ro- 
])lies by ringing the l)(dl nine times. 
A [leroli is jiirn [ihicKnl on the tabUi in 
the form of a see-saw, at each end of 
which a gray parrot porches, and in 
tho centor, just above the pivot, jumps 
a magiiilicent white jiarrot named 
('li;irloy. the iirincipal one? in the troiijie. 
T'hi.; parrot, throwing the weight of 
his boilv snceossivcly . to right and loft 
of the pivot, roek.s tho soa-siuv rapidly. 
To sec the .•uiiniatioii of this bird dur- 
ing tlie perforinnnce om^ would sup- 
poso that ho took a real pleasure in 
rocking his ooinpaniona. 

Tho same Iiird then goes through 
M.iKithcr exerci~". Four llagstafl's are 
sot up on ihe tali'e. ;tnd at the foot of 
each is a llag attneliiMl to a cord, wlii(di 
passes over a pulley at the top. 'The 
ll-.igs ar,! English, t'lunndi, Belgian, and 
Aniei ican. One of the nndieiicu asks 
fur the Freueli llag. Cliarley advances, 
draws himself up, oroctiiig his bright 
yellow orosi, and, spreading his wings, 
siirldenly seizes tho line with his beak, 
and liien, alternately with beak and 
foot. Iiaul-^ up the ling as a sailor 
w ould, lian 1 "\ rr hand, unlil it is fast 
at till' top. llf ihrii goes Ihiviugh tho 
same performance with the other flags 
ill succession. 

S(!Vcral letters of the alphabet ara 
phiccil uprigln on the talile, and 
Charley is a_iaiii 'iroiiglii forward, 
pluming himself as bef<ue. A specta- 
tor calls for a letter. Charlo}' hositatos, 
inclines his? head on ono side, appears 
to rellect, then suddenly advances and 
picks u|) the letter nanicil, repeating 
the jicrfininance with other lotteri 
when called for. Suddenly little 'Ton.' 
jumps oil' bis perch, runs up, seizes the 
remaining letters ono after another, 
and pilches them away on tin; floor. 
.■ViKitlun' parrot then .apjicai's, and at lln 
word of coniiiiaiid throws Severn! 
S(niicrsau!is on the table. Two otiierj 
follow, and waltz slowly round whila 
tho music jihiys. 

Of all parrots i^I. Abdy considers the 
white cockatoos tho most gifted in re- 
gard to .-iTility and capability for loam- 
iiig tricks — boi tig*, in fact, acrobats 
by nature. They are very slow in 
h'arning to talk, but they are easily 
lamed, and understand and do what 
they are told. — La Niiture.

The Montreal Gazette's London cable 
says: The agitating crofters in the High- 
land.s are holding meetings to condemn 
tlio British Columbia eiiiigration scheme 
and uiitreating all tho people of the high- 
lands to oppose emigration while a single 
acre available for cultivation lies waste in 
their native country. Little doubt is felt, 
however, that voluntary emigration is re- 
garded by the Government as the ono 
otl'ectual remedy, and that if British 
Coliinihia accedes to the Imperial offer a 
liiige number of crofters will be glad to 
exchange misery and starvation for com- 
fort aiiti plenty. 



To be Keleaned. 

The I'nitod States authorities have re- 
ceived orders to have tho schooner Sylvia 
Handy, seized in Seattle harbor, roloas- 
ctl. It is thought on the Sound that not 
ono of the schooners seized will be sold. 
.1. C. Nixon informed a Post-IntMUjencer 
reporter that Capt. Morrisley had Ijonds 
for the release of the W. P. Sayward and 
further said that that schooner and the 
Sylvia Handy were the ones Morrisley 
was particularly interested in, and ho 
thought ho had bonds for the loleaso of 
both. He thought it will only bo a few 
days until the order for the releuso of tho 
S.iywaiil arrives. It is also the'gentlo- 
iiian opinion that tho L^.S. Government 
are playing into the hands of the Alaska 
Commercial C<niipany and are endeavor- 
ing to make it very unprolitablo for all 
others who attempt to do any business in 
tho far north. 



The China HIeaniers. 

The following is an extract from an 
ollicial letter recoivod yesterday by Capt. 
Woblicr, ill reply to tino from him report- 
ing the dilUculties and delays cauaeil at 
Victoria by the present Customs regula- 
tions, and which have forced him to order 
the steamers running between here and 
China not to call at Victoria : 

"1 am sorry to see that you still find 
the Victoria anilioritiea demand the full 
Customs entries and cleav.'uices of our 
steamers at Victoria. This certainly must 
cause delay which was never contemplated. 
The Cunard and White Star steamers call 
in and out at Queenstown, receiving and 
landing mails, passengers and baggage, 
under the inspection of the Customs ofll- 
cers only. The same privilege is granted 
at Southampton to tho North Gorman 
Lloyd stcamera, vn i-aiitr to Hamburg and 
Bronien, without entry at tho Custom 
Hcni.sc! being re(iuirecl, consequently no 
delay is incurred. Certainly tho Victorian 
authorities should grant this privilege, in 
order to avoid the chances of losing the 
connection at Vancouver, the most vital 
point in connection with the dosjiatch of

(Hefcnv Sir U. BoRbio, C. J.l 
Turner, Heetoii iV Co., D». At Well King 
.loshua Uiiviea, claimant. 
Tlii.s case came up for argument on mo- 
tion for judgment. 

Mr. Theo. Davie, g, C. (with him Mr. 
C. Wilson) coiitondod that tho jury had 
found that Mr. Joshua Davies was bona 
Jidt! puroliasef for his own beiiclit, that 
to make a sale void within the moaning of 
the act there must ho an intention to give 
a preforoiice on the jiart of tlie (lc!l)tor 
and an intention to obtain one on tho [lart 
of tho creditors, but in tliis case there was 
no such relationship . existing between 
King and J oshua Davies. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills, for Turner, Beeton 
it Co., contended that the jury by their 
verdict iiioant that at tlie uati' of the al- 
le.^'cd .sale Kini;- w.-is insMlveiil; that al- 
though Davies purcha.sed hmio and for 
his own benefit, yet IJavie.s paid .§*),r)00 
of tho purchase money to E. .M. .kihiison, 
who was not acting aa tho agent for King 
simply, -"but also for Messrs. Strouss it 
Co. and Garesche, Green & Co. , and that 
tho said .sum was paid to Johnson to en- 
able him to prefer Gare.sclic, (!roen 
it Co. and Strouss it Co., althmigh 
Davies did not know on the date of the 
alleged sale that there wore other credi- 
tors; in other wordii, Mr. Davies acted 
under the belief that King, will) was car- 
rying on busiiiea.s with a stock reiiroseutod 
to bo of tho value of from .-i^lo.OOO to 
Sit), 000, and for which ho (Davies) was 
willing to give .?8,000, had only (iarescho, 
(Jreoii it Co., and Strouss it Co. as credi- 
tors. The jury alwu lind that King in- 
tended to give a i)rcferenee to Crcen ,ind 
Strouss over and before the other credi- 
tors, and tiiat both of them iiiU'ntled to 
obtain such preference, but Davies did not 
know of it. The local statute says that a 
clobtor when insolvent shall not give or 
make a gift or transfer of his iirojatrty to 
any ono or more of liis creditors with the 
intent to |)refer oiii: or more of his credi- 
tor.s to the olhei'H, i .r willi intent toliinder 
or delay the other cri'dil(.irs, the .staLule 
excepting (inter idia) a Ixnui Jidc sale 
to ail innocent purchaser. The evidence 
disclosed that King, Strouss and Johnson, 
notwithstanding the act, intended to oli- 
taiii ,siicli a piefereiice in an indirect 
manner which is e(|U,dly unlawful /. i\ by 
moans of a sale to an innoceiiL inirchaser. 
In other words they not only eoiiibined to 
get a preference and thereby delay other 
creditors but if the verdict moans any- 
thing they also intended to deceive the 
purchaser by suppi'essing the truth and 
akso acted contrary to the principles tli.at 
a statute shall nut be made an instrunieut 
for covering a fr;iiid. 'I'lu! conduct of 
.loiinson. King and Strouss, ;iinounts to 
more than eiiuitablu or legal fraud because 
they have the superadded guilty intention 
to carry out the scheme knowing that it 
was unlawful which will give the crimin.il 
jurisdiction. The statute declares such 
preferential assignment or ijift void. The 
transaction being ori.L;iiially tainted. The 
orisrinal vice will continue into whatever 
raniilicationa it may extend, e\ eii into the 
hands of an innocent purchaser forvaluL'. 
Ho cannot derive any bonelit under it; it 
might be otherwi.so it the fraud did not 
amount to anything more than ei|uitablo 
or legal fraud, see Vilmontv. Hently, 18 
Q. B; D., ;1'_'2, afiirnied by the House of 
Lords, 12 A, C, 471, The rule of law is, 
i.i-., that of two inniiceiit jiorsoiia, theime 
who lias onableil the wrong to be coinniit- 
tod ought to sulfur the loss. lUvios was 
a party to give Johnson the money tu 
prefer Green and Strouss, therefore he is 
less innocent than the execution creditors. 
If the deed of sale is declared void Davies 
can follow tho puicliaso iiionc^y into the 
hands of (ireoii and Strouss, and King 
and he can also rocoviir daniagos, itc, 
from tho parties who induced him to en- 
ter into tho contract of imrchase. The 
parties being men of means, Joshua Da- 
vies will not sufler, 

I find tho sale .should bo sot aside on 
an indoninity being given Davies. 

Mr. I\Iill3 then a.sked for the usual do- 
croo for the beiielit of all t he creilitors, 
with coats. 
His lordship reserved judgment.
